Cambodia Bases Overrun, Rice Stores Seized

SAIGON (AP) — Powerful 


U.S. and South Vietnamese 
forces began overrunning base 
camps in Cambodia today, 
seizing huge store0 of rice and 
thrusting to within striking 
distance of a town held by tne 
enemy. 


One bunker complex was 


hidden under farm land and 


contained scores of rooms with 
large rice stores. At least three 
other 
battalion-sized 
base 


carnps freshly evacuated were 
uncovered. Troops were still 
searching for caverns seven 
stories deep and two un- 
derground hospitals containing 
1,200 beds. 


Despite the U.S. Command's 


estimate of 7,000 North Viet- 


namese and Viet v/ong troops in 
the base area, there appeared to 
be little evidence of an enemy 
troop buildup. The area, known 
as the Parrot's Beak because of 
its shape, is about 70 miles 
northwest of Saigon. 


Official sources said there 


have been enemy movements to 
the west and north deeper into 


Cambodia, but there are still a 
substantial number of enemy 
troops in the zone. 


"They are shifting away from 


the border," said one source. "I 
think they truly felt it was a 
sanctuary and they were not 
prepared to stand there and 
fight." 


The sources said that even if 


they encounter no major battle, 
the offensive will at least 
temporarily destroy the value of 
the base areas and disrupt 
enemy supply lines perhaps 
until next October They said the 
enemy would be unable to 
rebuild the base areas during 
the upcoming rainy season 
which doesn't end until next 
October

Many of their members have 
expressed opposition to in­ 
troducing U.S. ground troops in 
Cambodia, a move Nixon said is 
designed to clean out North 
Vietnamese sanctuaries. 
Nixon’s decision, announced 
before a nationwide television 
audience 
Thursday 
night, 
continued to stir up controversy 
in Congress and across the 
nation. 
Foreign Relations Chairman 
J.W. Fulbright said in an In­ 
dianapolis, Ind., speech Friday 
night the decision “shows a lack 
of respect for the Senate’s 
constitutional responsibilities in 
foreign relations.” 
“The administration has 
followed the example of its 
discredited predecessor by 


succumbh^ once again to the 
incautious counsels of its 
generals,” Fulbright said. 
But Nixon’s predecessor, 
former President Lyndon B. 
Johnson, in his first speech since 
leaving office over 15 months 
ago, told a Chicago audience 
Nixon deserves the support of all 
the people who love freedom. 
“He has mine,” he said. 
“No spot in this nation is more 
than 30 hours away from Berlin, 
Tokyo, and Moscow, and from 
Phnom Penh or Vientiane or 
Saigon,”

Ag Director Issues 
Policy Statement 


The California Department or 
Agriculture today proposed 
regulations setting up a new and 
higher standard of quality of 
milk for consumers. 
The quality of California milk 
is already among the highest in 
the nation, but tha proposed 
regulations, if adopted, will 
establish even stricter stan­ 
dards by providing that the 
maximum somatic cell count 
may not exceed 1,500,000 per 
milliliter which is the univer­ 
sally recognized limit for high 
quality market milk. 
Somatic cells include white 
blood cells and epithelial, or 
outer layer cells, according to R. 
L. Van Buren chief of the 
department’s Bureau of Dairy 
Service. The somatic cells in 
milk are counted by microscopic 
and electronic methods. 
Van Buren explained that 
limiting the permissible somatic 
cell count in milk will give 
assurance that the milk came 
from a healthy animal. 
He 
said 
the 
proposed 
regulations follow the recom­ 
mendations of the National 
Mastitis Council, U. S. Public 
Health Service, Interstate Milk 
Shippers Agreement, and the 
California Milk Quality Com­ 
mittee. Similar standards are 
being proposed for adoption in 
all states to improve the quality 
of milk throughout the country.

Agriculture in cooperation with 
the University of California 
School of Veterinary Medicine, 
the extension services, local 
e g e n c i e s .

m anufacturers, 
practicing 
veterinarians and the U. S. 
Public Health Service has 
worked with dairymen to im­ 
prove the quality of milk, Van 
Buren reported.

California’s remarkable 
strawberry industry produces 
over 55 per cent of the nation’s 
supply of this delectable fruit on 
just 8,500 acres. 
Thanks to excellent soil and 
climate and the skill of plant 
breeders at the University of 
California and within the in­ 
dustry, growers last year had 
average yields of 16 tons of 
strawberries per acre, nearly 
four times as great as the 
national average. 
Production techniques are 
constantly changing for this 
highly sophisticated crop. Plant 
scientists continually develop 
new, improved varieties; and 
instead of replacing strawberry 
{danta every two or three years, 
growers are moving toward the 
practice of annual plantings of 
higher producing varieties.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Cambodia Attack, Arms Pact 
Appears To Burden President

WASHINGTON — In times of 
stress. President Nixon has a 
habit of disappearing into his 
hideaway in the rococo old office 
building across the parking lot 
from the White House. Here, 
among his memorabilia — the 
trophies and trinkets, cartoons 
and 
photographs 
he 
has 
collected over the years — he 
plunges into deep thought. 
He has spent a lot of time in 
the 
hideaway 
lately, 
in­ 
terrupting his meditation only to 
summon his national security 
adviser, Henry Kissinger, to 
bring him the latest intelligence 
reports. 
It is evident to aides that 
Richard Nixon is facing the 
grim me it crisis since he took 
command of the government. 
His next moves will determine 
how deeply the United States 
will become involved in the 
widening war in Indochina and 
whether a Soviet-American 
agreement can stop another 
round of military spending. 
Here is a summary of the 
backstage byplay that led to the 
President’s decision for limited 
intervention in the Cambodian 
conflict: 
The Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
particularly the Army’s General 
William Westmoreland, urged 
the President to rush weapons 
into Cambodia and to hit the 
Communist sanctuaries from 
the air. By depriving the enemy 
of their Cambodian sanctuaries, 
the generals argued, the Viet­ 
nam war could be won.

CASE FOR ESCALATION 
They pointed out that the 
North Vietnamese forces are 
stretched thin in Cambodia, that 
their forays into Vietnam have 
left them badly battered, and 
that their supply lines through 
Cambodia are vulnerable to air 
attack. 
Failure to act, the generals 
warned, could lead to a Com-* 
munist takeover of Cambodia. 
This not only would expose our 
troops in South Vietnam to 
added menace, they contended, 
but would infect neighboring 
Laos and Thailand as well. 
The prospect of the United 
States getting sucked into the 
Cambodian conflict, however, 
has raised a howl on Capitol Hill. 
At one closed-door session, 
Vermont’s gnarled and gnomish 
Senator George Aiken, the 
Senate 
Republican 
dean, 


warned Secretary of State Bill 
Rogers direly against filling 
Cambodia’s arms requests. 
“If we do this,” grumped 
Aiken, "we won’t be able to elect 
a Republican dogcatchv 
Vermont.” 
Undoubtedly, he express'ed 
the vi**w of the Senate majority 
who believe that the escalation 
of 
U. 
S. 
involvement 
in 
Southeast Asia will produce 
political turmoil at home. They 
also don’t particularly trust the 
advice of the Joint Cliiefs who 
made sim ilar entreaties to 
Lyndon Johnson when he was 
President. 
Their 
military 
reasoning led LBJ to get bogged 
down in an unpopular and in­ 
conclusive war. 


RISKS OF ESCALATION 
Within the White House, 
Rogers reminded the President 
that North Vietnam has more 
than a million men under arms 
and that the main force has 
never been committed outside 
the country. Even the Joint 
Chiefs conceded that the North 
Vietnamese Army is one of the 
best in Asia. 
The presence of American 
. soldiers in Cambodia, Rogers 
cautioned, might be more likely 
to bring in North Vietnamese 
troops than to keep them out. 
The President agreed it would 
be a mistake to commit combat 
troops in Cambodia. 
His eventual aim, as he 
outlined last year at Guam, is to 
maintain an offshore presence 
but to withdraw from onshore 
combat in Asia. He is bound, 
however, by eight security 
treaties to defend 42 nations with 
American armed forces. 
Counting all our military 
missions, the U. S. has a 
military presence in 68 foreign 
lands. The mere presence of our 
GIs in these countries could 
embroil us in their wars. For 
any attack upon them could 
easily involve our military 
personnel. This is how we 
blundered into the Vietnam 
War. 


This 
tremendous 
outlay 
sometimes has produced more 
insecurity than security for the 
U. S. Whatever security it has 
provided, in any case, has 
N lefited our allies more than 
c j.rselves. The U. S. offers the 
protection, and the 
payers foot the bill.

TRILLION-DOLLAR BILL 
Since World War II, the 
American taxpayers have put 
up an incomprehensible $1 
trillion for national defense. 
Seventy cents out of every tax 
dollar has gone to purchase 
military weapons that have been 
constantly 
turned 
in

automobiles for new models. 


An escalation of the arms race 
with Russia, the President has 
been warned, will cost the U. S. 
between $20 and $30 billion, 
perhaps more. He has given top 
priority, therefore, to reaching 
an agreement with Russia on 
arms limitation. More time has 
been spent preparing for the 
Soviet-American 
talks 
in 
Vienna, say White House in­ 
siders, than has been devoted to 
the Vietnam war during the past 
18 months. 
The President called in his 
congressional lieutenants last 
Thursday to warn them that 
Russia has pushed ahead of the 
United States in what he called 
“throw-weight” weaponry. The 
Soviet edge, he said, was two 
and a half to one. 
“We’re second in land-based 
m issiles,’’ he said. “ We’re 
second in ABMs (anti-ballistic 
missiles). We’re still ahead in 
subs, but they will pass us in 
’74.” 
He reported that Russia, 
which last year had 70 ABM 
sites around Moscow, has added 
another 40. 
“ Can 
we 
quote 
these 
discussions?” asked Maryland’s 
Congressman Rogers C. B. 
Morton, 
the 
Republican 
National Chairman. 
“Yes, all of it,” agreed the 
President. “If the Russians pass 
us, if we become the second 
power,, world 
opinion moves 
toward support of the strongest 
power.” 
“ Japanese public opinion 
moved to pro-U. S. within the 
first month after surrender,” 
remarked Senate GOP Leader 
Hugh 
Scott, 
nodding 
agreement. 
With the President’s consent,, 
therefore, the GOP leaders 
quietly leaked the details of the 
meeting to the New York Times. 
This column, however, is able to 
report the actual discussion. 
“It would be destructive on 
our part,” the President warned 
solemnly, “to go for a unilateral 
moratorium. We would remove 
the incentive of the USSR to 
negotiate.”

Arizona Indians Mortgage Lands 
To Buy Back Portion O f Heritage

PHOENIX. Arts. <AP> - 
Members of two Arizona Indian 
tribes have mortgaged their 
land for money to buy back part 
of their heritage. 
Representatives 
of 
the 
Colorado River Indian tribes 
came to Phoenix from their 
reservation 
on 
the 
lower 
Colorado River to bid on Mohave 
beadwork and pottery and 
Chemehuevi baskets which are 
being auctioned off to settle an 
estala. 
The articles were gathered by 
the tale Birdie H. Brown, a 
pioneer and operator of a store 
in Parker, Arts. 
“We have up to $50,000 to 
spend,” said the Colorado River 
tribal chairman, Adrian Fisher. 
“We put up some of our best 
land to borrow the money “ 
They will be bidding against 
dealers and collectors who are 
willing to pay aa much as $300 


each for the 500 pieces the tribes 
are interested in. 
Fisher said the artifacts are 
irreplaceable and there is 
nothing like them left on the 
reservation. He said only one old 
Chemehuevi woman is (eft who 
can still make baskets. 
“She makes about two a 
year,*' Fisher said. “But it's 
hard to get materials. The 
Colorado River reclamation 
projects 
have 
ruined 
the 
riverbanks where the women 
gathered willows at this time of 
year.'* Said Dorothy Hall, 
bidder for the Indian 
“We had some of the old 
women who used te make 
baskets come up and examine 
the collection. They went home 
Thursday afternoon because 
they couldn't bear to see them 
auctioned off.” 
Agnes Sevilla, a Chemehuevi 
woman, recalled Mrs Brown's 
store ueed to be a stopoff far 


going to visit their 
children at the boarding school 
there. 
“We couidn't go home, but our 
parents could come visit us on 
Saturdays,” she said. “They 
didn’t like to come empty- 
handed, so they’d stop by the 
Browns’ store and trade for 
candy or oranges to take to the 
children. 


“My mother traded a beaded 
cape for about eight dollars 
worth of things,” Mm finished 
sadly 
Mrs. Savilla said the baskets 
never had been made for sale, 
but for use in this world and the 
next. 
“It would never do to bury a 
Chemehuevi without a basket,**

“Cry Help,” as the 90-minute 
NBC program was called, was 
filmed primarily in a California 
mental hospital where a few of 
the young patients were selected 
for special, intensive therapy. 
The TV program concentrated 
on two patients, a shy girl 
named Gloria who had with­ 
drawn into h a own world of 
fantasy, and an aggressive girl, 
Debbie, who directed hostility at 
herself as well as her family. 
In the therapy sessions, the 
patients talked about their fears 
and 
angers. 
Particularly 
revealing were the parents of 
the patients, talking with painful 
frankness of their perplexity 
and feeling of helplessness in 
dealing with the children. 
By program’s end, marked 
improvement in the patients’ 
conditions could 
be seen, 
although complete recovery was 
not insured. 
It was a big subject to tackle 
in a relatively short program 
but it was done with intelligence 
and sympathy. 
Miss Welch may be the 
possessor of the most interesting 
fem ale 
architecture 
since 
Marilyn Monroe, but h a first 
TV special was simply a 
pretentious disaster — unless it 
was done as camp. In that case, 
it was just long, dull and heavy 
handed.
